F Jate years so much 

has been written about 
the so-called change of life 
that many women appronch 
this . unescapable — episode 
with fear and dread.

The age at which the change 
occurs depends. on. the. indivi- 
dual, To most it comes be- 
tween the ages of 44 and 48 but 
it may. begin before 40 or even 
be delayed until after the age of

women, the regular periods 
tuper off gradually and finally 
disappear entirely after two or 
three years. In some few 
women, the  perlods may stop 
abruptly.
